112 with its excellent reputation as a master 
cassette deck used for creative sound, the 
TASCAM 112B has balanced input/output 
terminals for use together with balanced equip- 
ment. The front panel, operations and _ basic 
performance are exactly the same as those of 
the TASCAM 112; however, the layout of the 
rear panel is slightly different. This manual 
mainly describes the rear panel. 

We suggest that you read this manual together 
with the provided Owner’s manual of the 
TASCAM 112 thoroughly before using the 
machine. Careful study will allow you to exploit 
the full performance of the machine and ex- 
tend the useful life of the TASCAM 112B.

@ OUTPUT (L/R) RCA Jacks, Unbalanced 
See #21, page 8 of the supplied manual which 
was originally complied for the 112 deck. 


@ INPUT (L/R) RCA Jacks, Unbalanced 
See #19, page 7 of the 112 manual. 


® REMOTE CONTROL Connector

@ OUTPUT (L/R) XLR Connectors, Balanced 
For connection to the +4 dBm inputs of a mixer 
in order to monitor the mixdown process; or, 
they can directly feed your +4dBm amp/ 
speaker system, depending on the applications. 


There is no need to unplug the unblanced out- 
put connections when you use the balanced out- 
puts. Both outputs are active at the same time, 
carrying the same signal. 


Pin Assignment: 


Pin 1 is shielded (GND), pin 2 is cold (’’-’’), and 
pin 3 is hot (+). 


These connectors use an active balanced circuit 
(transformerless). 

Short-circuiting pins 1 and 2 may unbalance the 
XLR outputs.
